standpoint of mere information — tho at- 
taining of knowledge; and some from 
the standpoint of personal satisfaction — 
the feeling within a man that he knows. 
Others consider it from the standpoint 
of making a career and there are still 
other old-fashioned people, myself in- 
cluded, who believe that education con- 
sists in the making of a 'vman— a slow 
process oft times — not always wrought 
out in the schools and not inevitably 
accomplished even by years of observa- 
tion and experience. 


"Perhaps in this country and in the 


common school system, it is well to con- 
sider the relation of the state to its 
children. If the state is the common 
parent of us all, then the schools of the

A GOOD MOVE—AHEAD WITH IT. 


On the charge of allowing minors to loiter and 


to play in his pool-room the keeper of one of the 
larger down town places of the sort, has been ar- 
raigned in tho police court. If the police arc ablo 
to prove conclusively that he is guilty all the 
severity the Iw permits will not be too much. And 
while the police arc at it there shtfnld be no resting 
upon the result, of this one cnse. The city is filled 
with resorts of this character and in most of them 
the patronage of minors has been welcomed. We 
•want to repeal that as between the saloon and these 
popl-rooms in the matter of training youngsters for 
the devil the pool-room has many advantages. If 
these places cannot be profitably run without per- 
sistent violation of the law, if the patronage of 
minors is necessary to their existence, then they 
must be driven out of business. The law is weak 
in respect of dealing with these pool-rooms. It 
provides regulations for the business after it is 
started, but none at all as to the opening of such 
places. Any one who is able to obtain the equip- 
ment may open a pool-room. This is wrong. 
The 


law should imposo some qualifications and strictly 
and heavily license these places. 
The business for 


the most part has fallen into the worst hands pos- 
sible. Tt is interesting tn note that the man ar- 
rested in the instance under discussion pleaded 
that he knew so little of the English language that 
he asked for a continuance to enable him to find out 
what it was all about.

grown rapidly in magnitude and vicionsness.

GROSS NEGLECT OF GARBAGE. 


The garbage, situation in Fort Wayne at this time 


is as bad as it ever was and perhaps it is ivorse. 
Only the intensely cold weather of the past two or 
three.weeks has prevented conditions from becom- 
ing intolerable. The brief warm spell which fol- 
lowed the prolonged cold wave served to reveal in 
part what the conditions may rapidly grow to be if 
there is not some relief. Alleys that ordinarily are 
fairly clean in respect to garbage are now almost 
choked with filth. • Complaints have reached this 
office thai,..garbage has not been collected for three 
weeks. All over the city these conditions, more 
or less bad, are prevailing. "While this situation 
'endures the debate on the garbage collection con- 
tract proceeds in leisurely fashion. The bidder for 
the still unratified contract, is the man who holds 
the old contract. Whether it is the uncertainty 
that invests his new bid or the impulse of long- 
practiced custom that may be held to account for 
the present negligence of overloaded garbage cans 
and boxes and filth strewn alleys we have no means 
of knowing and perhaps none of finding out, but 
we would like to ask the board of public works 
•what is to be done about these conditions. 
The 


predicted cold wave may check the ooze and flow 
of this accumulated waste, but. it may have in its 


• wake another thaw. In that case only the flics will 


be wanting to make the situation complete.

((Indianapolis News.) 


The testimony in the beef packing trial at Chicago is its 


own commentary. It shows in many ways how the pack- 
ers arrived by a system of bookkeeping at a showing that 
the dressed mea.t industry had not been' lucrative for years. 
Memory does not have to be very precise to recall such 
statements from time to time. 
There was a system .of 


inflated costs and a string of subsidiary corporations, 
through which most of the profits were realized, to sub- 
stantiate such showing. One item was the penning and 
feeding of cattle. The cost of this was charged against the 
dressed carcass, but no credit was made for the charge when 
the burden of it was placed on the shipper. So the charge 
was double, once against the farmer and once against the 
ilr<-.,««c<i meat.

DEATH 


Declare It is Only for1-the 


Friendless in Massa- 


chusetts. 


OTHERS 
ESCAPE 
IT 


. Greenfield, Mass., Jan. 19.XCumula- 
tive evidence that . the Massachusetts 
capital punishment law as ,at .present 
administered results in.injustice in one 
or more -cases annually may cause the 
legislature to repeal it. 


Massachusetts has on its hands the 


disposition of three murderers—Whelps, 
Spencer and Richeson— whose crimes 
attracted national attention. 
Silas N. 


Phelps resisted a sheriff, who invaded 
his home.before dawn; Spencer, "Gen- 
tleman Burglar," killed Miss Martha 
B. Blackstone; Richeson's prime is still 
fresh in everybody's memory. 


Phelps, deprived in childhood of the 


commonest 
advantages, 
hounded 
in 


youth by petty constables* for offenses 
which he did n<\ commit, prew up to 
regard officers of the law as his natural 
enemies, but he resisted the law onlv in 
the defense-of his home which, in" his 
limited schooling, he had been taught 
was a "freeman's castle" and that 
without a warrant no officer had a right 
to cross its threshold. 
i 


In June of 1910 newspapers teemed 


with accounts of the murder of Sheriff 
E. F. Haskins of- Charlcmont in an at- 
tempt to arrest Phelps, who, it was 
stated, had committed a murderous as- 
sault upon the superintendent of a pa- 
par mill in Monroe Bridge. A year later 
Phelpa wan tried for murder in Green- 
field. His only defense was that he 
was protecting his home. 
A farmer 


jury retired to the jury room and after 
sufficient time had elapsed to comply 
with the requirements of decency filed 
into court and reported a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. 


But for the interest' of Gov. Foss, 


Phelps would have been electrocuted 
last. week. 
The governor's influence 


was not sufficient to prevail upon a 
council of opposite political faith to 
commute the death ccntence to life im- 
prisonment, but it did avail to get a 
reprieve until midnight of January 20. 


Extenuating circumstances have ap- 


peared in connection with the killing of 
Sheriff Haskins. . Pbelps, it is now 
known, acted under extreme provoca- 
tion, and the wound which he inflicted 
with a small knife upon the mill super- 
intendent was a more scratch. 
Sheriff 


Haskins, moreover, had 
long boasted 


that he would "get Pheips^ right' yet," 
and the wounding of the mill man af- 
forded the opportunity. The traditional 
tin badge of the village constable is 
popularly supposed to exist only in fic- 
tion, but it was conspicuously in evi- 
dence in the posse which Sheriff Has- 
kins 
gathered . to 
accompany him 


Monroe to "get Phelps."

The. posse of twenty men .drove 


twelve miles - over the 
mountain to 


Phelps's home, arriving at 'dawn 'on a 
Sunday. They pounded on the door and 
Mrs. Phelps .answered. She warned the 
posse that her husband would defend' 
his home with his life. 
• The law says that except in case of a 
felony a sheriff or other officer-has no 
right to enter a houso for the purposa 
of making an arrest without 'a warrant. 
Phelps had 
committed no felony and 


Sheriff Haskins. had no warrant, Never- 
theless Haskins pushed back the- door 
and made for Phelps. And Phelps shot 
lira dead. 


Phelps then called to the posse, J'l 


jive the regt of.you just thr.ee.minutes 
to leave the house!" They left in a 
rush. 
'\ . 


Phelps took to the woods, cutting tel- 


ephone wires So as to insure a good 
start on any pursuers. The state militia 
was called out. Phelps lived for four 
days without food, and then, exhausted, 
be surrendered. For once the wbeels of 
the Massachusetts judiciary. ran smooth- 
ly and swiftly. 
Phelps was promptly 


convicted and sentenced to death and in 
all likelihoodjie "•will go to the chair. 


Daily missives, as a rule, are. received 


by Phelps from his wife. Occasionally 
the letter fails to appear, in which case 
the nest day's mail ^nvariably brings 
tidings of the illness of one of his three 
children, the care 
of whom occupied 


time which Mrs. Phelps ordinarily spent 
in .writing to her husband. He must die 
without an opportunity to' bid goodby 
to his wife and children. He is penni- 
less, and his wife is unable to pay the 
car fare of herself and children to Bos- 
ton. And no one has thought of con- 
tributing the less' than $10 necessary.

beautification, sanitation and irunicipal 
progress. 
Considerable attention was 


paid to Harrisburg, Pa., a. city almost 
identical in size with,Fort Wayne, and 
where in the

ten years a tre- 


mcdous work in civic improvement, and 
especially river beautification,, has been 
wrought.:_ It has made Harrisbu,-g well 
Jiigl) the model American city in this 
particular and the improvement, opposed 
at .first by a portion of the population, 
is now universally commended. 
. Col. D. N.y Foster w:is' the closing 
speaker, arguing forcefully for the bond 
issue and predicting that whether the 
bonds are issued or not, Fort Wayne 
is certain to "acquire'and improve its 
river banks. 
; 


Work Is Fundamental. 


Dr. Henry .Tameson, chairman of the 


Indianapolis park board, and the man 
who has been in the forefront of the 
wonderful civic improvement work car- 
vied on in that city during the past 
eight or ton years, declared that the 


1 
question of improving the rivers is as 
fundamental to Kort Wayne's growth 
and advancement, as is- the sewerage 
problem. 
He 
declared a 
philosophy' 


which contemplated comfort and beauty 
as two of the principal requisites of this 
life and'that people were entitled to a 
right to live tinder the best possible con- 
dition?. Ho asserted that Fort Wayne 
not only owed it to its own citizenship 
to carry forward this work but that it 
must advance, along these lines if it is 
to keep pace with its competitors among 
American cities.

Urging the bond issue, Dr. Jamieson 


declared that onn look at the completed 
work 'of- ;river- beautification would be 


- 
worth infinitely more than . the work 


^_-j-.\viiald ever cost any one taxpayer. "Most1 


;.raeri arid every city in Indiana/' he said, 
''has that fear.- of getting into debt. ;Ar.c 
you'aware that there is not a successful 
business man in the country.who does, 
not use borrowed money? The man who 
buys on his own money cannot compete 
with the,progressive'business man who. 
buys with money he borrows from the 
banks.

"You need have no fear.' The trouble 


is that under the present law regarding 
the' limitations -' of 
bond- issues, not 


and fostered during Mr. Bookwalter's 
administration as mayor. Again and 
again he emphasized the importance of 
acquiring all tTie" river frontage that is 
likely to be needed immediately, before 
the work of improvement is begun, and 
that the beautificntion be then carried on 
step by step as the city may be able 
to do 'it. Continuing, Mr. Bookwaltcr 
said in part: 


"Fort Wayne lias, I am informed, a 


greater borrowing capacity today than 
did Indianapolis when our scheme of im- 
provement was started. We were able 
to borrow less than $200,000 and keep 
within the 2 per cent limit while Kort 
Wayne can today borrow in the neigh- 
borhood of $300.cinO. We were forced to 
begin work under the special assessment 
plan and right here I want to say that I 
am not particularly partial to this plan 
of securing general public improvements. 


"But we started in this fashion and 


began work upon a small section of land. 
Almost immediately, the ground adja- 
cent to this work advanced in value to 
a remarkable degree and the next 
when we were ready to proceed farther 
with the work, we found that we were 
obliged to pny a profit upon the work 
we lind already done and we hare been 
confronted 
with this condition 
ever 


since. 


Bridle Is Expensive. 


"When we had our park law up for 


consideration, a 
number 
of 
citizens 


thought they saw in it a chance for 
an 
unlimited 
expenditure 
of public 


funds and immediately there was a 
ereat outcry and a demand that the 
board be bridled somewhat in its pow- 
ers. The public had its way and the 
amount the board could expend in any 
one year was limited—the'park board 
was effectually bridled. Since then we 
have found that this visit of citizens 
acting doubtless from purest motives 
to the municipal harness shop, will cos' 
Indianapolis $1.000,000 before the pros 
cut plans have been completed. 


"Is it not right-that you should tak( 


advantage of your ability to issue bonds 
to purchase the property you need fo: 
future park work ? Let any man figuri 
out what it will cost him in taxes ti 
maintain the sinking fund levy and th 
fund to. pay'interest upon, the bonds is 
sued, taking into account the increasei 
value of real estate arising because o 
the construction of parks, and he wi' 
fyid that ten to fifteen dollars will, pa 
his hill for the .rest of his natural lift 
If he owns a single square foot of rea 
estate and ever decides to place it upon 
the market'he will'find that he has .been 
amply repaid.

lators who will be only too quick to get 
hold of the property along the- river 
banks, if they find '.that tbe city is in- 
tending in the future to purchase it for 
park purposes.

HE IS LIGHTKEEPER 


Port Clinton. Ohio, Jan. ,19.—After the 


closing of navigation Lightkeeper Chaun- 
cey Fitzmoris and wife, who arc sta- 
tioned on \Vest Sister, the most isolat- 
ed of all islands ill the Lake Erie district, 
ate cut off from the outside world as far 
as human interests are concerned. There 
are no' telephones to the island, so there 
is no way to communicate witli 
the 


mainland, the nearest shore being Locust 
point, nine miles distant. There will be 
no mail or papers for them until the 
spring season opens. 


Fitzmoris made his last trip to this 


port for supplies a few days 
before 


Thanksgiving day. The weather became 
bad and he was obliged to spend his holi- 
day here, while his wife at hi-r Thanks- 
giving dinner alone on the inland Mrs. 
Fitemoris acts as deputy during the ab- 
sence of the lightkeoper. who leaves 
the island only on official business. 


West Sister islaad is eighteen miles 


from Port Clinton find twenty-five mile; 
from Toledo, the nearest ports where 
food supplies are to be had. The island 
is about half a milo wide and the same 
in length, containing about eighty-five 
acres, part of which is covered with for- 
est. These oak and elm trees arc being 
preserved by the government. 


Until the last year or two much gar- 


dening was done on the island, but the 
rabbits now are so numerous they de- 
stroy growing vegetables. 
The rabbits, 


which are of the Belgian hare species, 
were imported a few years ago. There 
were but two pairs, and now tbcer aro 
over 200. Many are slaughtered annual- 
ly by the hunters invited to the island 
by the keeper. Many quail and wild 
duck arc also to be found in this vicin 
ity. Many head of cattle are raised for 
market by the keeper, who also is a 
poultry raiser, having over 200 chickens 
besides many turkeys. 


The island in summer ii a favorite 


sport for a Sunday's outing, many boats 
from Toledo, 
Detroit 
and Cleveland 


bringing excursionists to the lightkeep 
er's 
abode. 
The government supply 


boats also make regular trips to the is- 
land. A short time ago a message tell- 
ing of the death of the father of Fitz- 
moris came to this city. There was no 
way to deliver the message from here ex- 
cept bya special boat. It was necessarj 
to make arrangements for the boat al 
Port Rowan. Canada, where the message 
was sent from. By the time arrange 
rrients for the'boat could be made it wni 
too late to get service for that day 
Word then was sent to Oak Harbor by 
mail," and this was forwarded by rura 
service to Locust Point, where fishermen 
live who occasionally visit West Sistei 
island during the fishing season. It wai 
throush this means that the death nics 
sn^e .finnlly was delivered.
